t THYME—Thymus 


(Prostrate creeping, 4 inches high, per- 
ennials with fragrant foliage. Suitable 
for margins of dry, sunny banks, 
slopes, rock gardens, in between step- 
ping stones and in flagstone terraces. 
Lemon Thyme (T. citriodorus). Broad 
mats of lemon-scented foliage and pink 
flowers. 3 for 65c. 


Caraway Thyme (T, Herba-baronna). 
Similar to the Lemon Thyme, except 


that the foliage has a caraway scent. 
3 for 65c. 


Woolly Thyme (T. lanuginosus). Wool- 
ly leaved, quick spreading, prostrate 
plant No flowers. Perfect drainage 
must be supplied. Choice mat. 3 for 65c. 


White Thyme (T. serpyllum albus). 
Mats of ligat green foliage and sheets 
of white fiowers.

Rich orange spikes with a 
shade of scarlet in August and Septcm- 
ber.
